1. ‘There has been no Agency contact with ITKIN. Ray: 
ROCCA, C/CI/RGA stated that CI Stats definitely never waa - 
in contact with him, Ray ROCCA‘s gource of info on the DESOIE=" 
iiax BOLTE-ITEIN & Company, activities waa Max BOLTE and Bet 
ITKIN, 


. 2. Offices checked for possible contact, all of which 
proved negative, were: Office of Security, Domestic Contacts 
Service, Domestic Operations Division, CA/3, CA/4, WH/7 and 
CI/KR & A. 


3. On 13 May 1963 ITKIN reported to DIA in San Juah 
the results of his meeting with DEJOIE, BOLTS, FIGNOLE ahd 
Luc STEPHEN in their formation of the Provisional Haitian 
Government in Exile formed in Sun Juan on 12 May & that 
iTRIN bad been hired by that group as its Attorney. On 
1G June 1968 {TKIN registered with the Department of State 
as a Yoreign Agent for thie group adding that he made a 


-personal lean to DEJOLE of $15,600. 


4 & 32 May 1963 Memorandum of Conversation from the 
Department. of. State sets forth the results of an informal - . 
meeting (possibly beld on 28 April 1963) attended by Forrest 
KB. ABDUHL (Officer in Charge, Haitian Affairs, State ARA/CRA), 
DEJOIE, BOLTE, a (fnn) BRODIE, and ITKIN, in which DEJOIE 
expressed his political views, esked for U.S. support for 
an invasion of Baiti, U.S. recognition of the Provisional 
Government in Exile, ¢e&c.
